Tjie Author had no intention of making a book when 
he first penned the substance of these pages. But 
being advised to publish, what he had intended for a 
certain periodical, in a separate form, and having con- 
fidence in the superior judgment of his adviser, and 
liaving received many proofs of the usefulness of his 
other book, he ventures to send this forth upon the 
same errand of love. 

He makes no boast of originality ; he has no pre- 
tentions to lofty diction and logical sentences ; but has 
endeavoured by the aid of the Holy Spirit to offer an 
explanation of the doctrine of Christian Holiness in 
the simple language of the common people, and trusts 
his book will be, on this account, more acceptable to 
his readers, and more useful in the accomplishment of 
their real good. 

He is aware of the difficulty of giving an exact 
definition of the doctrine ; for the blessing is far better 
FELT than BXPBESSED. " If there is any point," said 
the Eev. J. W. McDonald, of the American M. E. 
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Church, " upon which we have been at sea, it is this 
wsubject of Entire Sanctification, If there is anything 
Wesley left incomplete, it is his treatise upon that 
doctrine." 

The author feels the incompleteness of his work^ 
and is conscious of many imperfections therein ; but 
if he has so stated the doctrine that many shall be led 
to the full enjoyment of the blessing which it is so 
difficult to express, he is satisfied, and the end is- 
answered. His intention is honest ; his motive is 
pure. He seeks to benefit his readers; he aims to 
glorify God. 

He here records his thanks to the Rev. Charles 
Kendall, President of the Conference, who kindly 
examined the Manuscript, and who said, " / regard the 
MS., OB constitutiru/ a repositori/ of doctrine and ea?peri- 
mental tinith, whicJi, if given to tJie public, must do good

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man's mind move in charity, rest in Providence, and 
turn upon the poles of truth." * A missionary from 
India relates the experience of a native Christian. 
Inquiring the state of her mind, she replied, " Happy, 
happy ! I have Christ here ! " laying her hand on the 
Bengalee Bible, " and Christ here ! " pressing it to her 
heart, " and Christ there ! " pointing towards heaven. 
" Christ in you the hope of gloet." HEAVEN 
ON EARTH. The terms are appropriate and beauti- 
ful! "They that dwell under His shadow shall 
return ; they shall revive as the com, and grow as the 
vine: the scent thereof shall be as the wine of 
Lebanon." t 

Our high privilege on earth is to live holily, to bring 
God down into our souls, by the living power of faith, 
as sensibly as if we were actually with Him in heaven, 
not in degree, but in reality. " The truth is, heaven 
is a state of perfect communion with Q-od, a state of 
joy, love, peace, purity, and freedom ; and as far as 
any soul is in such a state upon earth, so far he may 
be said to be in heaven."J 

It is the privilege of all to be holy, and to have — 

" Opened in their breast a little heavenP 
" Without holiness, there can be no such heaven as

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the New Testament reveals. There may be scenery of 
surpassing grandeur — mountains, woods, rivers, and 
skies most charming ; but they do not make a heaven, 
else a heaven might be found in Wales or Cumberland, 
There may be a capital full of palaces and temples ; 
but they do not make a heaven, else a heaven might 
have been found in Delhi. There may be buildings of 
marble and precious stones ; but they do not make a 
heaven, else a heaven might have been found in Eome 
or Venice. There may be health and ease and luxury 
and festivities ; but they do not make a heaven, else 
one would have been met with in Belshazzar's halls. 
There may be education, philosophy, poetry, literature, 
art : but that will not make a heaven, else the Q-reeks 
would have had one in Athens, in the grove and in the 
porch. Holiness is that without which no heaven could 
exist."* 

As soon as we attain the character of heaven and 
do its duties the joys of heaven will begin. Because 
we love righteousness and hate iniquity we are filled 
with joy and gladness. It is true the earth is still the 
earth, even with the highest foretaste of heaven; 
but the soul is lighted up with a living hope and 
cheered with the blessings of heaven. We have a 
present Jieaven ; for God is with us, and His *^ presence 
makes our paradise " — makes A peesent heaven.

" He whose mind is here absorbed in the desire for 
the distant heaven is like a man walking through scenes 
of exquisite loveliness, and fields of delicious fruit, with 
his eyes so fixed upon a mirage-scene in the distance, 
that he sees no beauty on his way, starves amid the 
exuberant provisions which lie about his path, and 
reaches what he sees, an exhausted pilgrim, to find the 
object of his search vanish into air. Infuse, then, the 
spirit of heaven into the present life. Moral goodness 
of soul, springing from faith in Christ, is your way 
into the present and all the future heavens of your 
being."* As much goodness and piety, so much heaven. 
Be not content to stay for all your happiness till you 
remove from earth to heaven; but seek to have a 
Tieaven on the way to heaven — A heaven on eaeth ! 
" Eejoice alway ; pray without ceasing ; in everything 
give thanks : for this is the will of God in Christ 
Jesus to you-ward."t A poor slave in one of the 
West India Islands had learned well the lesson of 
trusting in Grod. A missionary said to him, " "Well,

ma,n for. When all de rest oh de world are saying,

my Saviour; ' and, when I own de Lord Jesvs, it seems '

Again, " I 
never had more pleasant walks hj faith in the heavenly 
country. I see the company, I live amongst them ; 
for *we are come to an innumerable company of 
angels ; to the spirits of just men made perfect.' " t 
Holiness is essential to a foeetaste of heayen 
in the soul. 

" Oh, blessed fellowship divine ! 

Oh, joy supremely sweet ! 
Companionship with Jesus here 

Makes life vjith bliss replete. 
Oh, wondrous bliss of joy sublime ! 

I've Jesus with me all the time."

CHAPTEE I. 

What is Sanctification ? 

** Present yourselves unto God, as alive from the dead, and 
your members as instruments of righteousness unto God." — 
Romans vi. 13. 

** Come, then, my Hope, my Life, my Lord, 

And fix in me Thy lasting home ; 
Be mindful of Thy gracious word — 

Thou, with Thy promised Father, come 
Prepare, and then possess my heart ; 

O take me, seize me from above ; 
Thee may I love, for Qod Thou art ; 

Thee may I feel ; for God is love." 

YN the Old Testament we frequently find the term 
J^ SANCTIFY. It is from the Latin Sanctus^ holy, 
and Facio^ to make. It was used in setting apart 
persons for peculiar offices, and things to a holy use. 
In this sense the Sabbath, the Tabernacle, the Temple 
and its vessels and furniture, the garments of the 
priests, etc., were said to be sanctified. " In allusion 
to which, all true believers are a i^eo^l<i ^^sss^^^S^^^^J^^bJ^ 
is, set apart for God, 8epaTatedLttom>i>afc^^^^^'^^»^'^^^ 
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and vanity, to be the Lord's peculiar people; His 
temple ; priests to Him anointed for that purpose." * (a) 
The term SANCTiriCATioiir derived from the Latin 
word sanctificatio, is pure Erench and similar in mean- 
ing to the Hebrew word Jcodesh and Q-reek word 
a^^iatr 11109, hagiosmoSj translated by the English word 
holiness. The primary etymological meaning of the 
Hebrew word we have given under the term sanctify. 
" Nothing can be plainer than that the verb Jcadash, to 
make holy, signifies also to consecrate or appoint to a 
particular purpose." t The G-reek word, though 
substantially the same in meaning as the Hebrew 
word, is employed by the Apostles in the New 
Testament in a spiritual sense, and therefore, with a 
much higher etymological import, meaning, in its 
complete sense, the separation of the soul from all that 
is sinful in pursuit or practice, its purification from all 
moral pollution, its entire consecration to the service 
of Grod, and its perfect meetness for the heavenly 
worid. 

WTiat is Sanctijkation ? Dr. Livingstone once asked 
a Bechuana what he understood by the word Holiness, 
He replied, " When copious showers have descended 
during the night, and all the earth and leaves and

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cattle are washed clean, and the sun rising shows a 
drop of dew on every blade of grass, and the air 
breathes fresh — that is holiness." Lamartine, in 
his " Travels in the H0I7 Land," when speaking of the 
great mountain-blocks of white marble, says, " In 
looking back upon them from a distant standpoint, they 
appeared like great masses of gold as the sun shone 
upon them — ^bright and dazzling." The children of 
God are blocks of apirittud marble, and have a bright- 
ness superior to that of gold, when the polish of entire 
sanctijtcation is put upon them.* 

The Holy Spirit accomplishes the work of sanctifi- 
cation in the absolute supremacy of His own power. 
Every act and every habit are His own. " For we are 
His workmanship, created in Christ Jesus for good 
works, which God afore prepared that we should walk 
in them."t If we were left to work out the work of 
sanctification ourselves it would never be done. We 
should cleanse the outside of the platter and leave all 
filthiness within. " Many have clean hands, but un- 
clean hearts. They wash the outside of the cup or 
platter, when aU is filthy within. Now, the former 
without the latter profits a man no more than it pro- 
fited Pilate, who condemned Christ, to wash his hands 
in the presence of the people : he washed his hands of

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the blood of Christ, and yet had a hand in the death 
of Christ. The Egyptian temples were beautiful on 
the outside ; but within you shall find nothing but 
some serpent or crocodile. ' He is not a Jew which is 
one outwardly.' "* We have no power to renew the heart. 
But what is impossible to man is possible with God. 
He is able to do it. He is able to sanctify us accoed- 
ING TO His woed. " Now the Lord is the Spirit : 
and where the Spirit of the Lord is, there is liberty ."t 
The Holy Spirit is equal to the work, and the whole 
process is the work of the Spirit. "God is a Spirit;'^ 
and God Himself does the work, and we need no other, 

I. — Sanctification is a Divine peinciple. 

" Create in me a clean heart, O Grod ; and renew a 
right spirit within me."t Sanctification is not a rela- 
tive work, or a state corresponding to the imputation 
of righteousness ; for we might like the ancient city 
be most impure while we were called holy, Sanctifica- 
tion is a divine principle implanted in the inner man 
through Christ by the Holy Spirit. Neither science, 
philosophy, mental culture, human skill, nor human will 
can implant this principle in the soul. It is, as we 
have already stated, the work of the Holy Spirit 
alone (a), in every instance and in every degree (6);

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and is uniform in its consistency, progressive in its 
tendency, glorious in its results, and therefore, a prin- 
ciple which becometh every Christian. It is "t^ 
beauty of holiness " adorning the soul (c), and necessary 
to our being of one mind with God, hating what God 
hates, and loving what God loves, and living with the 
Bible as our rule, and following Christ as our 
example. 

To live well is not to live wholly in the devotional 
part of religion, but to live according to the rules of 
sanctified reason and the dictates of God's Holy Spirit 
contained in His Word. In proportion as the divine 
principle has possession of the soul is it vigorous and 
active, exerting a powerful influence upon the thoughts, 
affections, words, and actions. " Christ is the pattern, 
the sample, the exemplary cause, of our sanctification. 
Holiness in us is the copy or transcript of the holiness 
that is in the Lord Jesus. As the wax hath line for 
line from the seal ; the child limb for limb, feature for 
feature, from the father : so is holiness in us from 
Christ." * As objects that are purely white reflect 
perfectly all the prismatic colours of the rainbow ; sa 
Christians that are holy reflect clearly all the graces of 
the Spirit that combine to make a truly Christian 
character, or " holiness, without which no man shall see

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the LiyrdP The means employed by the Holy Spirit 
in the promotion of the work of sanctification are— 

1. The preaching of the gospel. " Sanctify them in 
the truth : Thy word is truth." * The Spirit alone is 
guide, " He shall guide you into all the truth." t He 
alone can open the understanding and give power to 
the word. The word that sanctifies is " in demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit and of power, '^ J By the faithful 
preaching of the gospel believers are prompted by the 
Spirit to habits of meditation and prayer, which habits 
are essential to a correct and increasing knowledge of 
themselves and Grod, and proportionately as this 
knowledge increases, their love to God increases, and 
their souls are clothed with humility and assimilated 
to the image of God. Therefore, " Quench not the 
Spirit ; despise not prophesyings ; prove all things ; 
hold fast that which is good ; abstain from every form 
of evil." § The Spirit employs — 

2. The dispensations of Providence. "For whom 
the Lord loveth He chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
j8on whom He receiveth." || Under the guidance and 
influence of the Holy Spirit the chastisements of the 
Lord, when not despised, are most beneficial in pro- 
moting the spirituality of the soul. "God dealeth

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with you as with sons ; for what son is there whom 
his father chasteneth not? But il ye are without 
chastening, whereof all have been made partakers, 
then are ye bastards, and not sons. Furthermore, we 
had the fathers of our flesh to chasten us, and we gave 
them reverence: shall we not much rather be in 
subjection unto the Father of spirits, and live ? For- 
they verily for a few days chastened us as seemed good 
to them ; but He for our profit, that we may be 
partakers of His holiness. All chastening seemeth 
for the present to be not joyous, but grievous : yet 
afterward it yieldeth peaceable fruit unto them that 
have been exercised thereby, even the fruit of 
righteousness." * " It is wonderful to see how the 
little events of our daily life tend to our sanctification^ 
though we know it not at the time. Every week 
seems so like the other! But you know when the 
sculptor begins his work, he strikes great pieces off 
the block. Every stroke tells visibly. But, when the 
statue is nearly finished, he takes the fine chisel, and 
strikes off but a little dust at a time. You scarcely 
see the effects of the blow ; yet then it is directed 
with most art and skill — then the work is nearly 
done." t 

The promotion of the divine principle in the heart

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•enables the Christian at all times and under all 
circumstances to refer everything to God, and to trust 
in His wisdom and goodness to arrange all things right, 
According to His own will. Like the pious woman, 
who, being asked in the time of sickness, whether she 
was willing to live or die, replied, " Which Ood pleases. ^^ 
But if God were to refer it to you, which would you 
choose? "I WOULD eefeb it to Him again," was 
her answer. The truly holy have no choice, but live 
in conformity to the will of G^d, trusting in His 
wisdom and goodness to order their steps in life. He 
works all things together for their good, and most 
holily, wisely, and powerfully preserves them and 
governs all their actions, (a) 

" He guides our feet, He guards our way ; 
His morning smiles bless all the day ; 
He spreads the evening veil, and keeps 
The silent hours while Israel sleeps. ' 

II. — Sanctification accompanies Justieication, 

AND THEEETOEE INCLUDES EeGBNEBATION. 

" But ye were washed, but ye were sanctified, but ye 
were justified in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and in the Spirit of our God."* Here sanctification 
.appears to unite regeneration and justification. The

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term washed implies the whole process of putting 
away sin in its guilt and pollution from the soul. In 
order of thought justification precedes sanctification, 
but in relation to time there is no difference ; they 
are, though distinct in nature, inseparably connected ; 
for the moment the believing sinner is justified, he is 
also horn anew — begenebated, and therefore, in some 
degree sanctified, the blessing being more complete in 
some than in others — a real as well as a relative change 
being effected. All the vital members of Christ's 
mystical body are partakers of sanctification in a less 
or higher degree. 

Jitstijication is a gratuitous act of Divine mercy in 
the change of our relationship to God, including our 
adoption into His family and the bestowal of a title 
for heaven ; but sanctification is the work of the Holy 
Spirit in the change of our moral nature, imparting a 
meetness for heaven. " The one implies what Gk)d 
does for us through His Son ; the other, what God 
works in us by His Spirit."* Justification is at once 
complete. Therefore Jesus said, " unto the sick of 
the palsy. Son, be of good cheer ; thy siks abe fob- 

GIVEN."t 

Sanctification most clearly defines a distinct work of 
the Holy Spirit, the completion of which, no doubt, is

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instantaneoits, and which work when complete, we call 
Entire Sanctification, FvU Salvation, Perfect Love, or' 
Christian Holiness. The sanctification of the believer 
cannot be complete, till his soul is saved from the 
guilt, dominion,, and love of sin, and rooted and 
grounded in love to God and man. As the work of 
grace wrought in believers at the time of their justifi- 
cation, called HEGBNBBATiON, is quite separable in 
thought from justification ; so the work of the Spirit 
in the entire sanjctificati(m of the soul, at whatever time 
it may be accomplished, is quite separable in thought 
from regeneration, and must not be confounded with it, 
notwithstanding their very close connection, regenera- 
tion being a part of the work of sanctification (a). 

Eegeneration should be regarded as the beginnings 
of sanctification, and not as a separate or distinct 
blessing ; for the regenerate state is called Sanctiftca- 
turn in the Scriptures. Paul makes a distinction be- 
tween regeneration and being san/^tijled wholly. But 
this must not be regarded as a distinction of kind but 
of degree. "That the regeneration which accompanies 
justification is a large approach to this state of perfect 
holiness, and that all dying to sin and all growth in 
grace advance us nearer to this point of entire sanctity 
is so obvious, that on these points there can be na

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reasonable dispute. But they are not* at all inconsis- 
tent with a more instantaneovs work when the depth 
of our natural depravity, being more painfully felt, we 
plead in faith the accomplishment of the promises of 
God* 

The only rational and sound conclusion to which we 
can arrive from the word of God is, that believers are, 
at the time of their justification, sanctified but not 

wholly — NOT so COMPLETELY AS TO EXCLUDE ALL 

MOBAL COEEUPTION. "I believe pardon and entire 
sanctification to be widely distinct works. I have 
been acquainted with thousands of Christians in 
different states of grace, and I never, to my knowledge, 
met with a single instance in which God both justified 
and sanctified at the same time." t Although it may 
be possible for the soul to be sanctified wholly at the 
time of justification, yet it appears veiy improbable, 
from the injunctions of truth and the experience of 
Christians in general in relation to the defilement of 
flesh and spirit. *' There is no reason in the nature of 
things why persons should not be sanctified wholly at 
the time they are pardoned. If the mind perceives 
the great things provided in the economy of grace, and 
the whole being be presented to God as a living sacri- 
fice, and the heart fully embraces the promises of God

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for full salvation, in such cases God will be true to His 
promise, destroy all sin, and fill the soul with Himself. 
. But experience says that this is very seldom, if ever, 
. the case." * " It is true, we are then delivered from 
the dominion of outward sin, and, at the same time, 
the power of inward sin is so broken that we need no 
longer follow or be led by it ; but it is by no means 
true that inward sin is then totally destroyed, that the 
root of pride, self-will, anger, love of the world, is 
then taken out of the heart. At the very moment of 
justification we are bobn anew — in that instant ; we 
experience that inward change from darkness into 
marvellous light ; from the image of the devil into the 
image of God; from the earthly, sensual, devilish 
mind, to the mind which was in Christ Jesus. But 
are we then entirely changed? Are we wholly 
transformed into the image of Him that created us ? 
Far from it, we still retain a depth of sin, and it is the 
consciousness of this which constrains us to groan for 
a full deliverance to Him that is ' mighty to save.' 
Hence it is that those believers who are not convinced 
of the deep corruption of their hearts, or but slightly , 
and, as it were, notionally convinced, have little con- 
cern about Entiee Sanctification." t 

Holiness is purity and obedience, or " obedience and

sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ," to which we 

are elected " according to the foreknowledge of God 

the Father, in sanctification of the Spirit."* It is our 

privilege and duty to be sanctified wholly, and if this 

blessing is not attained already, we should seek it 

WITHOUT DELAY, exclaiming — 

" Break off the yoke of inbred sin, 
And fuUy set my spirit free ; 
I can not rest till pure within — 
Till I am wholly lost in Thbb." 

III. — Sanctification does not signify full sal- 
vation. 

" Having therefore these promises, beloved, let us 
cleanse ourselves from all defilement of flesh and 
spirit, perfecting holiness in the feg>r of God."t This 
passage implies a state of salvation not entire, but 
only partial. That there is a further deliverance from 
sin, a higher attainment in love than is realized at the 
tim^ of conversion, or than the term sanctification 
signifies, is abundantly clear. 

1. From the teachings of the Bible. " I fed you with 
milk, not with meat ; for ye were not yet able to bear 
it: nay, not even now are ye able; for ye are yet 
carnal : for whereas there is among you jealousy and 
strife, are ye not carnal, and walk after the manner of 
men? J

The term Sanctifioation cannot be regarded with 
the same signification as the term Holiness unless 
qualified by the w(H*d entire or complete, which gives it 
a higher signification, and makes it equivalent to 
holiness. When we regard Sanctijication and Holiness 
as synonymous terms, and use them interchangeable, 
we fail to give a clear and definite idea of Christian 
Holiness. Sanctification and Holiness are not dupli- 
cates of the same idea, but cover different spaces of 
meaning. It is obvious that to make our sanctification 
equivalent to holiness it must be entire. But are we 
all seeking to be sanctified wholly ? Is not Entire 
Sanctijication to many of us an ideal blessing — some- 
thing to be kept in view and worked up to, which, 
rightly understood, is a blessing actually attainable ? 
and attainable at once ? We hope sometime to obtain 
the blessing. But when ? At death or before ; and, 
if before, when ? How indefinite ! Can we wonder 
at our slowness in religion — delay in seeking the bless- 
ing — and ignorance and unbelief in relation to the 
duty and privilege of living without sin ? "I must 
tell you we do not well understand what sanctification 
and the new creature are. It is no less than for a 
man to be brought to an entire resignation of his own 
will to the will of God, and to live in the offering up 
of his soul continually in the flames of love, as a 
whole bumt-o&eTiD.g to Christ ; and, oh ! how many 
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who profess Christianity are unacquainted experiment- 
ally with His work upon their souls." * 

All Christians are called to holiness (a) ; they are to 
seek it (6) ; to follow after it (c) ; to present their 
members as instruments of righteousness unto God {d) ; 
and to possess holiness (e). That there is a further 
deliverance from sin than the term sanctification 
signifies is clear — 

2. From the experience of Christians in general. " If 
by the Spirit ye mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live." t Some are of Count Zinzendorf 's opinion 
who held that the theory of regeneration and sanctifi- 
cation were co~etaneous. He says : " We are sanctified 
wholly the moment we are justified, and neither more 
or less to the day of death." But we have no evidence 
of this. We have no reason, either from the teachings 
of the Bible or the experience of Christians, to believe 
that the work of the Holy Spirit is completed at the 
time we become Christians. If it were, there would 
be no need to pray, " The Gk)D of peace Himself 
SANCTIFY YOU WHOLLY." The Scriptures teach a 
further deliverance from moral corruption than is 
generally realized in justification, and the experience 
of the regenerated shows the necessity of the same ;

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for they have a consciousness of inbred sin after their 
conversion. 

That there are many in the Church at the present 
time who are sanctified but not wholly, we can, con- 
sistently with the laws of true love, affirm. What Jesus 
Christ found in His own immediate followers (a), and 
Paul found among the Christians of Corinth (6), 
Galatia (c), and Thessalonica (c2), we find among the 
Christians of the present day. Their moral weak- 
nesses and defects, viz., irritability of temper, self-will, 
self-esteem, want of love, flattery, worldly-mindedness, 
desire for honour and pleasure and applause, and strife 
for precedence, etc., do not argue that no work of 
grace has been accomplished in them, for, from the 
good qualities, virtues, and excellencies we find in most 
of them, we have no reason to question the sincerity 
of their religion. But their moral weaknesses and 
defects, clear as the proof of their discipleship may be, 
go to prove the work of sanctification is not complete, 
and show the necessity of their being sanctified wholly ; 
which complete work of the Spirit the Bible holds out 
to all as most important and possible of attainment. 
All Christians are sanctified (e), but many are only 
partially sanctified (/).

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The opinion that part of the Thessaloniaus were 
sanctified wholly and that Paul simply prayed that the 
whole of them might be thus sanctified, is confuted (at 
least partially) by the Apostles reference to the 
distinctive parts of our being, viz., " spirit and soul and 
hodyT The idea is that they were sanctified but not 
wholly ; and, therefore, Paul prays for the completion of 
the Holy Spirits work. 

Are many Christians the subjects of besetting sins ? 
provision is made for their entire freedom. By the 
help of God they can lay them aside. Have any fallen 
into sin ? provision is made for their recovery so that 
they need not go on sinning, " My little children, these 
things write I unto you, that ye may not sin. And if 
any man sin, we have an Advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous."* Strength can be 
obtained not to sin at all (a). The Holy Spirit is 
promised to mature and perfect our moral character 
that our love may be perfect, our obedience complete, 
and our soul " steadfast and immoveable,^* so that we 
shall walk uprightly, and live without sin (b), " This 
is sanctification. It may exist in different degrees ; it 
may be partial ; it may be complete. Even when 
complete,^ it may, in this world, co-exist with many an 
error of judgment, and many a defect of temperament.

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Yet it enables us to live without offending G-od, so as 
to maintain for us the permanent undiminished fulness 
of the Divine approbation. And when the heart is 
clean, the eye is clear. When purity makes us like 
God, then can we realize and see Etts countenance. The 
eye of the pure spirit beholds the pure Spirit. Through 
the beams He sheds down upon us, we can look up and 
see the face that shines. In the light of His smile, we 
behold His smile. So the pure in heart shall see 
God."* The Holy Spirit is promised on such terms 
as leaves every Christian without excuse if he does not 
receive Him to make the pursuit of Christian Holiness 
both easy and natural (a). 

" Faithful soul, pray, always, pray, 

And still in Christ confide. 
He thy feeble steps shall stay. 

Nor suffer thee to slide : 
Lean on thy Redeemer's breast ; 

He thy quiet spirit keeps ; 
Rest in Him, securely rest ; 

Thy watchman nbvbb slbbps."

CHAPTEE n. 

What is Entire Sanctification ? 

** Thou Shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy strength, and with all thy 
mind ; and thy neighbour as thy self." — Luke x. 27. 

" A heart in every thought renewed. 
And full of love divine. 
Perfect, and right, and pure, and good 
A COPY, Lord, of Thine." 

0(HE term Entire Sanctifioation does not occur 
in the Sacred Scriptures any more than other 
theological terms, which are used to express certain 
doctrines, occur there. But are the doctrines less 
scriptural because the terms which are used to express 
them are not found in the Bible ? We think not. In 
theology, the plurality of Persons in the Grlorious 
Godhead is called the Holy Trinity ; the presence of 
God everywhere, omnipresence ; the five books of Moses, 
the Pentatuch ; and the Ten Commandment, the Deca- 
logue, These laws, books, and doctrines are none the 
less genuine on this account. That we have scriptural 
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authority for the use of the term Entire Sanctijication 
cannot be disputed ; for Paul prays that the Thessa- 
lonians may be sanctified wholly, and wholly means 
entirely^ completely^ perfectly, ''^ 

We trust no Christian will quibble about a rnere 
term^ but that all will seek to understand the doctrine 
as taught in the Scriptures, and to realize, live, and 
ENJOY the blessing. "Whatever we may call the 
blessing — Perfect Love, Full Salvation, Christian Holi- 
ness, or Entire Sanctification, to be sanctified whoUy^ 
is to be entirely conformed to the will and image of God, 

Entire Sanctification is not, as we have already 
shown, a blessing that difEers from regeneration in 
nature or principle, but is an intensification of regen- 
eration, and cannot strictly be regarded as, although 
called by the eariy Methodists, a second blessing. It is 
the completion, within and without, of the purifying 
work of the Holy Spirit already begun, as it had in the 
Thessalonians, for the completion of which Paul prayed, 
and we are ptjbb in heabt — 

" Pure as Thou, my Lord, art pure." 

" Blessed are the pure in heart : for they shall see 
God." t At one of the ragged schools in Ireland, a 
minister asked the question, " What is holiness ? " A 
poor Irish convert, jumped up, and said, " Please your 
reverence, its to be clean inside,^ We may add, out-

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side too. The Bible gives the most clear and satisfac- 
tory answer to the question, " What is Entire Sancti- 
fication ? " in the commands to love God supremely and 
our neighbour as ourselves, " On these two command- 
ments hangeth the whole law, and the prophets."* 
And Paul's prayer for the Ephesians contains every 
element of the doctrine (a). 

Entire Sanctification, then, is an approach to a 
higher state of being attained by creatures possessing 
innumerable infirmities both of body and mind ; for it 
is not entire severance from the first Adam, for while 
the soul and body are sanctified wholly^ the soul is in 
the body of infirmity bearing the consequences of sin, 
and in a probationary state, and under the ethical law^ 
which law is fulfilled in love. " Love therefore is the 
fulfilment of the law."t Set not the mark too high, 
" It appears to me you labour under another mistake ; 
you expect in being saved from sin to be also delivered 
from temptation, shortcomings, weaknesses, and in- 
firmities ; but these are inseparable from humanity ; 
we shall never have a perfect body till the resurrection, 
consequently we shall be liable t;0 a thousand in- 
firmities. "We sliall never have a perfect knowledge 
in this life, and shall therefore ever be liable to errors 
in judgment."! Why expect raptures, freedom from

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conflicts, exemption from troubles, immunity from in- 
firmities, etc. These are only realized in heaven, where 
" God shall wipe all tears from our eyes." Therefore 
■Christian holiness is a state of being, high as it n\ay 
he, which needs Divine help and the mediatorial work 
of Christ. " I pray not that Thou shouldest take them 
from the world, but that Thou shouldest heep them 
from evUJ^* God is able to keep (a). He ivUl keep 
(b). Entire Sanctification is — 
I. — The entire pueification by the Heavenly 

PiBE OF BODY AND SOUL FROM THE DEFILEMENT OF 
SIN. 

" Blessed are the undefiled in the way, who walk in 
the law of the Lord."t From all who are washed in 
the blood of Christ, and purified by the Holy Spirit of 
Gt)d, the spirit of holiness will . go forth. Nothing 
•can hinder it ; and there is nothing to hinder it. The 
graces of the Holy Spirit — " love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, kindness, goodness, faithfulness, meekness, 
temperance," are so matured as to exclude all sinful 
defilement from the being, producing a constant and 
full desire within to please and glorify God (c), who 
has freed them from all sin, and made them " whitbb 

THAN SNOW."

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" True Holiness is a plain and an even thing, without 
falsehood, guile, perverseness of spirit, deceitfulnes of 
heart, or starting aside. It hath one end, one rule, one 
way, one heart ; whereas hypocrites are, in the Scrip- 
ture called, 'double minded men,' because they pretend 
to G-od, and follow the world : — and * crooked men,' 
like the swelling of a wall, whose parts are not per- 
pendicular, nor level to their foundation. Now rec- 
titude, sincerity, and singleness of heart, are ever, both 
in the eyes of G-od and man, beautiful things.^'* 

Looking at the doctrine scientifically, a thing which 
reflects none of the rays of light is black ; a thing 
which reflects only part of the rays of light is blue or 
indigo or red ; but a thing which reflects all the rays 
of light is WHITE. So the professor of religion wha 
reflects none of the graces of the Spirit is a hypo- 
crite ; for " if any man hath not the Spirit of Christ, 
he is none of His."t The Christian who reflects but 
part of the graces of the Spirit fails to honour God as it 
is his privilege to honour Him ; but the Christian who 
reflects all the graces of the Spirit is sanctified wholly y 
and his holiness of character is seen in his humiKty, 
thoughtfulness, sincerity, liberaKty, and devotion to 
Christ. His being is positively alienated from sin and 
fixed upon good, and proportionately as these are real-

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ized in strength, his susceptibility to temptation and 
sin is less evident to his consciousness. This perhaps 
is the most delicate point in Christian Theology. We 
therefore approach it with caution. For some take 
infirmities for sin ; while others living in actual trans- 
gression hold that it is the infirmity of their nature. 
The Bible is the rule of faith and practice. In this 
world we are frail and subject to many involuntary de- 
fects and infirmities. Some call these sin. The Bible 
does not. And " the Spirit helpeth our infirmities ;" 
and, thank God, preserveth v^ from sin. In the nature 
of things, and according to the Bible, the nearer we 
live to God the further we are from sin and Satan, and 
the less likely we are to commit the one and give way 
to the other, " Be strong in the Lord, and in the 
strength of His might." 

" My steadfast soul, from falling free. 
Would then no longer move, 
But Christ be all the world to me. 
And all my heart be love." 

Entire Sanctification is — 

II. — The entire expulsion by the powee of the 
Holt Spibit of evebt contbabt pbinciple and 

DISPOSITION TO THE BULING POWBB OF THE LOVE OF 

•God shed abboad in the heabt. 

" God is love ; and he that abideth in love abideth 
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in Gtxi, and God abideth in him."* Entire Sanctifica- 
tion is that work of the Spirit whereby we are made 
*' meet for the inheritance of the saints in light." The 
Holy Spirit gains a complete victory over sin, and the 
moment sin expires or the body of sin dies, that 
moment the victory is gained. The power of sin is 
^one — ITS powBE to condemn; ITS POWEE TO 
COMMAND OE DOMINEEE (a). Every con- 
trary disposition and principle is expelled, and power 
is given not to sin ; to subdue all that is sinful or 
earthly, and to cherish all that is holy and heavenly. 
The love of Gk)d is the sovereign, the imperial passion 
of the soul. " For sin shall not have dominion over 
jou : for ye are not under the law, but under grace.*^ 
There is an abiding abhorrence of whatever is opposed 
to the commands of God. " As in His infinite nature 
there is no sin, nothing but goodness and love, so in 
your finite nature there shall dwell no sin, ' for the law 
of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus shall make you 
free from the law of sin and death.' Eom. viii. 2. 
God shall live in, fill, and rule your heart; and in 
what He Jills and influences, neither Satan nor sin can 
have any part."J 

All who are thus saved and preserved by the power 
of God possess the power to pray, think, look, speak,

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and act aright ; for Entire Sanctification is that 
maturity in grace and participation of the Divine 
nature which excludes all sin from the heart, and fills 
the soul with perfect love to G-od and man. " The 
good man out of the good treasure of his heart hringeih 
forth that which is goodJ'^ " If the affections of the 
mind respond only to objects of purity, if the con- 
science only to the voice of right, if the will only to 
the call of duty, there must be inherent purity and 
strength in all our moral powers when quiescent ; this 
is the glorious signification of our Lord's words — * The 
prince of this world cometh, and he hath nothing in 
me'; — nothing in nature or spirit, nothing in my 
thoughts or motives, nothing in my desires or pur- 
poses, nothing in my appetites or passions, nothing in 
my words or deeds, for, underlying all these is my 
state of purity. Christ is the Saviour and Sovereign 
of the heart wherein He incarnates holiness. He 
must be the fountain-head of life that the issues 
thereof may be Divine."t The whole being is entirely 
sanctified and filled with God, and the faculties and 
affections are so entirely changed as to approve of and 
cleave to that which is good, and hate and shun that 
which is evil.

Entire Sanctification is — 

m. — ^Thb Entieb consbceation bt the Holt 
Spirit of all the faculties and powers of body 
and soul to the service of god. 

" Being made free from sin, ye became servants of 
righteousness."* It belongs to Christians to lay their 
aU upon the altar to be the Lord's, and to " present 
their members as instruments of righteousness unto 
God-^t Deliberately (a); sincerely (6); freely (c); and 
FOR EYER {d). This consecration of all the powers 
and faculties of body and soul is previous to their 
entire consecration by the Holy Spirit to the service of 
GFod. 

In the entire sanctification of our being the passions, 
appetites, and inclinations of the flesh are not des- 
troyed, but it is obvious that they are entirely changed ; 
their sinfulness — ^Hhe body of sin^' — is done away, and 
the members are no longer " servants of uncleanness," 
but " servants to righteousness unto sanctification." 
The mental, moral, and physical powers, are in full

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force, but subject to the law of God. No power of 
being is destroyed, nothing but the body of sin — the 
powers and faculties are regulated, purified, and ele- 
vated, being consecrated by the Spirit to the service of 
Qx)d. " To become saints, we must not cease to be 
men and women, 

' To man is not as God, 
But then most God-like being most a man.' " * 

To say, that thr<yagh this life every Christian has 
both principles of Flesh and Spirit living within him, 
so that the old man though crucified dies so lingeringly, 
that it is not until the body dies that sin dies^ is a 
limitation of the cleansing power of the Saviour's 
blood, and the purifying power of the Holy Spirit, and 
opposed to the teachings of Paul. He says, "We who 
die to sin, how shall we any longer live therein 1 Our 
old man was crucified with Him, that the body of sin 
might be done away, that so we should no longer be in 
bondage to «^l^."t The usurper must be dethroned; 
must be deprived of his ruling power, and turned out. 
" Let not sin therefore reign in your mortal body, that 
ye should obey the lusts thereof ."J 

In those who are wholly sanctified the usurper is 
dethroned; he is deprived of his ruling power and

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turned out. Sin is dbsteoyed, not subdued or kept 
as a captive in chains, limiting the power of Him who 
can ** save to the uttermost,'* Sin is done away. The body 
is kept under — in subjection to the higher faculties ; 
and Ib presented to Gtod *'as a living sacrifice, holy, and 
acceptable." 

We consecrate our whole nature in all its constituent 
elements — spirit and soid and hodi/, and the Holy 
Spirit consecrates, fills, and sanctifies wholly the con- 
stituents of our nature, so that every power and 
faculty, both of body and mind, yields and responds to 
the life-giving influences of the Spirit. The body 
thus presented^ consecrated, and sanctified, becomes ^^ihe 
temple of the Holy Spirit " (a). The supreme aim of the 
soul thus consecrated and purified is unity — the unity 
of love ; love uniting the soul fully to G-od and His 
people (h). Upon this consecration of spirit and soul 
and body follows the most complete development of 
the faculties and powers in the service of God, and 
the fullest assurance of eternal life and glory. As the 
Bev. W. Haslam was once speaking on the subject of 
Sanctification, but concealing the term, a good woman 
exclaimed, " That is Sanctification I I have it I I 
KNOW IT ! PEAISE THE LOED ! " When the God 
of peace Himself sanctifies us wholly, we know it ;

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and without fear hang our eternal life and glory upon 
this assurance ; for it ^is the assurance of faith, the 
ctsmirance of hope, and the a^ssubange of love, 
" Behold, God is my salvation ; I will trust and not be 
afraid ; for the Lord Jehovah is my strength and my 
song ; He also is become my salvation."*

" TJnto Him that is able to keep you from fallings 
and to present you faultless before the presence of 
His glory with exceeding joy, to the only wise God 
our Saviour through Jesus Christ our Lord, be glory, 
majesty, dominion and power, before all time, and 
now, and to all ages. Amen.''t God will preserve, 
preserve fully, and preserve constantly the spirit and 
soul and body of all who trust in Him. 

The notion that man consists of three distinct parts 
is a very ancient one, being held in ancient philosophy. 
The Pythagoreans, Platonists, and Stoics held un- 
doubtedly that man was a compound being, consisting 
of three distinct parts — body and soul and spirit. They 
regarded the body as man's corporeal organised system ; 
the sold as the seat of the affections, passions, etc. ;

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the spirit as maoi's tHnking and immortal part. Paul 
takes advantage of this notion to show the complete- 
ness of the Spirit's work. The modem idea is that 
man consists of two parts, — body and srnl, the terms 
spirit and sovl being mostly used in the same sense. 
And yet there is a sense in which we adhere to the 
ancient notion. We speak of man's intellectual part, 
and in speaking of this we use the term spirit ; of his 
emotional part, we use the term soul; and of his 
material part, we use the term body. Therefore, ac- 
cording to Paul's prayer for the Thessalonians, the 
whole man, his intellectual, emotional, and physical 
nature, is sanctified wholly and preserved therein — the 
SPIRIT, all its tempers, etc., from every sinful inclina- 
tion; THE SOUL, all its powers in full development 
and from all moral defilement ; the body, all its mem- 
bers from every evil work, and its senses from unlawful 
indulgence, called "the filthiness of the flesh (a)." 
Surely such is our persuasion. Paul says, " I know 
Him whom I have believed, and / am persuaded that 
He is able to keep that which I have committed unto Him 
against that day."* He who sanctifies will preserve (6) . 
Wb abb pbesbbved in Chbist. Of Christ it is said, 
that He " hath been in all points tempted like as we

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are, yet without sin/'* Of ourselves it is said, " In all 
these things we are more than conquerors through Him 
that loved us/'t We aee sectjeb nf Cheist. " I 
am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor things present, nor things to 
come, nor powers, nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to separate us from the 
love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.^J 

Entire Sanctification is, in fact, the combination of 
all good principles and dispositions, making its posses- 
sor to shine the brighter for God as the light of the 
world ; and is a blessing positively required under the 
law, and authoritatively enjoined in the gospel. The 
faith that worhs by love, the hope that is a^ an anchor 
of the soul, the peace which passeth all understanding, 
and the joy that is unspeaTcabU and full of glory are 
the result of Entire Sanctification, the grand end of 
which is, that the spibit may return to God with the 
whole train of the affections, that the soul may enter 
heaven laden with golden fruit and fully meetened for 
that Holy Land ; and, that the body may have a part 
in the first resurrection — the resurrection of life — ^and 
be " conformed to the body of His glory, according to 
the working whereby He is able even to subject all

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things unto Himself, and be re-united with i/ie soul

CHAPTEE IIL 

Is IT OUE PEIVILEGE TO BE SANCTIFIED WHOLLY 

WHILE ON EAETH? 

** Ye thei^ef ore shall be perfect, as your Heavenly Father is 
perfect/* — Matt. v. 48, 

" Come, O my Saviour, come away. 

Into my soul descend. 
Thy sanctifying power display, 

Thy sovereign sway defend. 
On me bestow the Holy Ghost» 

To seal me thine abode ; 
Let all I am in Thee he lost, — 

Let all be lost in God." 

OD commands us to be holy, and therefore, 
requires us to be holy ; He requires us to be holy, 
and therefore, it is our privilege to be holy, and, if our 
privilege, we have the ability to be holy. To sustain the 
Christian character fully we must not only be sanctified 
but SANCTiPiBD WHOLLY ; producing, not the rhapsodies, 
visions, and supposed revelations of enthusiasm, but 
inward and outward holiness^— honesty of ghabacteb 
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AND SIMPLICITY OF LIFE. We are to be beautiful 
witli holiness. 

" Christian holiness is no fabrication of man, and 
differs as much from ritual and conventional sanctity 
as the temple filled with G-od differed from the same 
temple just as it was left by the bmlder's hand. To 
be holy is not to be wrapt in entranced and unearthly 
contemplation, as was Simeon Stylites, and the so- 
<3alled pillar-saint. It is not to retire into solitude, to 
leave the active duties of life, and the trying anxieties 
of the Church unto others, with a view to gain that 
grace in seclusion which Christ has chiefly promised to 
impart to His people in fellowship (Eph. ii. 5, 6), as 
did Basil. It is not to be clad with a white garment 
at Easter, and in connection with others, a surpliced 
band, to overawe the imagination with the shadow of 
piety, as did the catechumens of Chrysostom. It is 
not to take monastic vows, to cross the Creator's 
design, to forsake domestic life, as devout men were 
advised to do by Jerome. It is not to interlard our 
common conversation with religious phrases, and 
passages of Scripture, and to be continually adverting 
to the feelings and actings of the soul, as did Oliver 
Cromwell and the more rigid of the Presbyterian 
Puritans. It is not to bend and bow before patterns 
of sapred things, as did Archbishop Laud, and as do 
the modern tractarians. It is not to invest the family 
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circles to which we belong with the solemnity of a 
funeral, and to cast upon every person and thing the 
frown of rebuking censorship/' * 

Entire Sanctification is no human fabrication ; but 
the work of the Holy Spirit which effects the entire 
freedom of the members from the service of sin and 
their full presentation to the service of God "a» 
instruments of righteousness ; " for purity is the right 
attitude of the soul toward God, and the full tendency 
of all the powers toward righteousness in the produc- 
tion of good, or the accomplishment of God's will and 
purpose. Hence Epaphras prayed earnestly that the 
Colossians might ** stand perfect and fully assured in 
all the wiU of God/'t 

I. — Entibb Sanctification is enjoined tpon ali» 
Christians by the Holt Scbiptt7ees. 

" Ye shall be holy ; for I am holy.** t Therefore it 
is the duty and privilege of all Christians to be holy. 
Christians are not only called Tioly^ but are called to he 
holy — " holy in all manner of living." § They are to 
be "filled with the Spibit." Of many of the 
primitive Christians it is said, " They were filled with 
the Holy Spirit." Nothing can be more absolute than 
the commandment of perfect love to God, both in the

enjoined upon all who follow Christ; not a state 
wherein it is impossible for them to sin, but a state in 
which they are free from sin — do not commit sin — ^abb

The gospel provides for the Entire Sanetification of all 
in Christ, and for their constant preservation from all 
sin by the G-od of peace. And they are taught to 
expect that fulness as shall flow out of them as rivers 
of living water. " If any man thirst, let him come 
unto Me and drink. He that believeth on Me, as the 
Scripture hath said, out of his belly shall flow rivers of 
living water. But this spake He of the Spirit, which 
they that believed on Him were to receive."* It is by 
the Holy Spirit alone we can call Jesus Lord, pro- 
ducing that holy, heavenly disposition which is ever 
rising up in pure thought and devout feeling towards 
Him. In such a life our soul enjoys a constant 
sabbath — a heaven on earth. Our supreme happiness 
is in our supreme love to God. Our thoughts, words ^ 
actions, feelings, plans, and purposes are only evil 
unless God moves in and with us — " works in us to wilt 
and to do of His own good j)leasure," Christ's

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*' doctrine is, that what we thinh and feel and do, are 
expressions of character which lies deeper than the 
will, deeper than the affections, deeper than the 
conscience ; that this character is man in his modes of 
thought, in his emotional transitions, in the trend of 
his passional being; that this character is the 
sum of what a man is in all his appetites, passions, 
tendencies; and that out of this character issue man's 
totality and finality. If God is not a respector of 
persons. He is of character, and that. He [has fore- 
ordained unto eternal life." * 

The work of the Holy Spirit in the Full Salvation 
of believers is not what philosophers say it is ; a mere 
regulation of the conduct and heart, as to ourselves 
and others; not what the superstitous suppose it to 
be, a ceremonial holiness ; not what imaginative men 
take it to be, a sentimental approval of what is right or 
wrong; not the immunity of Christians from the infirmi- 
ties incident to an imperfect body, for " He Jcnoweth our 
frame, He remembereth that we are diLSt ; " not freedom 
from the temptations and conflicts of the present life ; 
not absolute, angelic, or adamic perfection ; not a st^ite 
wherein it is impossible to sin ; but a state wherein 
we love G-od supremely and do not sin : to sin would 
be to lose the blessing, " Whosoever is begotten of

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God doeik no sin, because His seed abideth in him ; 
and he cannot sin, because be is begotten of God."* 

Sin is the exercise of our powers and faculties in 
antagonism to God; but Entire Sanctification is 
the full rectification of these powers and faculties, 
giving them a tendency toward God and righteousness. 

n. — In the Holt Sobipttjees Entibb Sanctiti- 

CATION is shown TO BE ATTAINABLE BY ALL 

Chbistians. 

"But NOW being made free from sin, and become 
servants to God, ye have your fruit unto holiness, and 
the end eternal lif e."t Many in the time of the Apostles 
are said to have realized and enjoyed the blessing. 
They received " the gift of the Holy Spirit," and were 
^^ filled with the 8pirit'\a). Enoch, Elijah," Elisha,. 
Zeeharias, Elizabeth, Paul, Barnabas, Peter, Stephen, 
and many others show that entire sanctification is at- 
tainable. But if there were no examples given the 
blessing is clearly defined and divinely enjoined in the 
Scriptures ; and is, therefore, the duty and privilege of 
all to attain. Entire Sanctification is : — 

I. — Attainable in the present life, " For the grace 
of God hath appeared to all men, bringing salvation, 
instructing us, to the intent that, denying ungodliness 
and worldly lusts, we should live soberly and righteous-

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ly and godly in this present world ; looking for the 
blessed hope and appearing of the glory of our great 
God and Saviour Jesus Christ; who gave Himself for 
418, that He might redeem us from all iniquity, and 
purify unto HimseK a people for His own possession, 
zealous of good works." * All Christians need to be 
sanctified wholly. The commands, exhortations and 
promises of G-od to His people, to " cleanse themselves 
from all defilement of the flesh and spirit," to " be 
holy," etc., will not allow us to claim for regeneration 
that perfection which some claim for it, and which 
renders further cleansing of the soul after conversion 
unnecessary. All Tnay and should be sanctified 
WHOLLY while on earth, for the means of moral renova- 
tion end with the present life, (a) 

Some are of opinion that the soul while in the body 
is incapable of Entire Sanctification, and therefore, 
hold that it is not until the soul is separated from the 
body the work of sanctification is complete. This 
might be the case if the work of sanctification did not 
extend to the body. The body is no obstacle to the 
Holy Spirit in the work of sanctification, for He en- 
tirely sanctifies the body as well as the sord, which most 
dearly proves that there is no part of man's nature 
but may be entirely sanctified, and that the blessing is

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attainable in the present life (a). To realize and live 
in the enjoyment of the blessing in the present life, is 
far better than to receive it in death only. We can 
have living grace as well as dying grace. What of the 
labours and prayers of Epaphras for the Colossians, and 
of Paul for the Ephesians, Philippians, Colossians, 
Thessalonians, and Hebrews (6), if the work of sanc- 
tification cannot be completed while on earth ? What 
Piul and Epaphras laboured and prayed for could be 
accomplished in them for whom they prayed, and, if in 
them, in t«, and in all otheb Chbistlins (c). That 
Entire Sanctification is attainable by all Christians and 
indispensable for them in the present life is most clearly 
ahown in the Word of G-od. 

FiBSTLT. — The Entire Sanctification of all Christians 
in the present life is the will of God. " This is the will 
of Gkxi, even your sanctification."* God has chosen 
them unto sanctification of the spirit ; He has made 
full provision for their entire sanctification — their 
^* obedience and sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ, 
in sanctification of the spirit ;" and His promises of the 
blessing are numerous, full, and clear (d).

by one offering He hath perfected for ever them that are 
sanctified."t Christ is made unto i^em.(af^ia<Tfio9hagi- 

asmos) SAKCTIFICTION. 

Thtrdlt. — The Entire Sanetifieation of all Chris- 
tians in the present life is the great end of the Word of 
God to man. " And He gave some to be apostles ; and 
some, prophets ; and some, evangelists ; and some, 
pastors and teachers ; for the perfecting of the saints, 
unto the work of ministering, unto the building up of 
the body of Christ : till we all attain unto the unity of 
the faith, and of the knowledge of the * Son of Gk)d, 
unto a f ullgrown man, unto the measure of the stature 
of the fulness of Christ : that ye may be no longer 
children.''^ In the Word of God we can gain clear 
views of ourselves, our privileges, and our attainments 
in divine things. Hence the injunctions : " ExAMiNir 
THYSELF ;" " Know thyself." It is the duty of every 
Christian to seek to know what stage of Christian ei-

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perience he is in, that he may know how to advance {a). 
The sanctifying Spirit is the guide unto all truth. There- 
lore all who desire &nd feel their need of the blessing may 
obtain it. They may have it; they shxill have it. 
They may fail in the attempt ; but they must try again. 

" Have you not succeeded yet? 
Try, try again ! " 

The Eev. John Eletcher of Madley lost the sense of 
his entire consecration to God Jive times before he was 

" STEENGTHENED, STABLISHED, and SETTLED." Never 

give up ! Tet again, and again I You are sure to 
succeed. 

FouETHLT. — The Entire SanctijBcation of all Chris- 
tians in the present life is to be the residt of the gift of 
the Holy Spirit. " Te were once darkness, but are 
now light in the Lord."* Paul said to certain dis- 
ciples of Ephesus, " Did ye receive the Holy Spirit 
when ye believed ? "t In the gift of the Holy Spirit 
the sanctification of believers is completed, for they 
then become the temple of the Holy Spirit. " Verily," 
in the soul in which the Holy Spirit has gained a com- 
plete victory over sin and self, " hath the love of God 
been perfected ;" and "there is no fear in perfect love"; 
for ^^ perfect love casteth out fear,''X The temple of the 
Holy Spirit is radiant with the beauty of holiness.

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This divine work in the soul has reference to each 
Person in the Glorious Godhead, showing how com- 
pletely we are united to God, and how truly we have 
fellowship with the Father, with the Son, and 
with THE Holt Spirit (a). 

" Jesus, I my cross have taken, 

All to leave and follow Thee ; 
All things else for Thee forsaken, 

Thou from hence my all shall be. 
Perish every fond ambition, 

All I've sought, or hoped, or known ; 
Yet how rich is my condition, 

God and Heaven are stiU my ovm I " * 

Entire Sanctification is — 

2, Attainable by faith in Christ as an all-sujfficlent 
Saviour. "All things, whatsoever ye shall ask in 
prayer, believing, ye shall receive."t Entire Sancti- 
fication is one of the grand possibilities of faith. All 
things are possible with God. He is infinitely able, 
and infinitely willing (6). And " all things are possible 
to him that believeth."^: " It is our first business to 
believe ; it is our second business to relieve ; it is 
our sole business to believe."§ We are saved by 
faith in every degree — from the guilt, the power, and 
the defilement of sin (c). The measure of our faith

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is the measure of our strength, and we may add, our 
fortitude, success, joy, and holiness. 

" In the words of Scripture, it is with the heart that 
man helieveth unto righteousness. Mark the fulness of 
that expression, and try your own sincerity by its 
earnestness ; — ' with the heart^ with the love, the ten- 
derness, the devotion, the enthusiasm, of the very life: 
'•man helieveth^ receiveth as part of his soul's sub- 
stance, accepteth as an infinite sufficiency, resteth upon 
as the only, the everlasting foundation : ' unto righte- 
ousness^^ unto sanctification and holiness of character, 
unto the love of right and the service of right, unto 
an acceptable standing before Q-od, and an honest dis- 
charge of all human duty."* 

The promise of Entire Sanctification is made, and 
if ready for the accomplishment of the promise, we 
need not reason or calculate^ or dovht^ but believe. 
The reasoning is done, the calculations are made, and 
to doubt the promise is wrong. We may fly by faith 
to the standard at once and realize the blessing now. 
This we know is the point of divergence. The time 
when the blessing may be attained is variously viewed. 
But is time a necessary factor in the work of Entire 
Sanctification ? Some hold that it is attained by 
degrees^ and necessarily a gradual process ; others allege

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that it is attained instantanemisly , Both views cannot 
strictly be correct. The error is, we think, in con- 
founding the mannei' of the attainment of Christian 
Holiness with the progression of Christians in Holiness 
after that attainment. The manner in which Christian 
believers are sanctified wholly is a distinct thing. There 
is no limit to the power of the Holy Spirit. He " is 
able to do exceeding abundantly above all that we ask 
or think, according to the power that worketh in us."*" 
The work of our sanctifi cation may be delayed or 
hastened ; but when faith rises to its proper altitude 
it is completed and is instantaneous, " Under the 
Christian dispensation the entire sanctification of 
spirit, soul, and body, takes place the moment the 
entire being is laid believingly upon the Christian 
altar. "t "It may be one minute before dying — it may 
be one minute after conversion — it may be now. In 
the nature of things, and according to the word of 
God, it must be before dying and after conversion, and 
by a special act of faith in the fulness and cleansing 
power of the Atonement. If hy faith, it mat be 

There may be a gradual work going on in some 
before they are sanctified wholly ; but its completion 
is instantaneous and essential to their growth in holi-

ness. " The mode of its accomplishment may vary 
according to the education, temperament, and light of 
the Christian. The special manifestations of the 
blessing and power may be different with different 
individuals — ^the time of the transition may not be so 
marked and definite in all cases — ^but the fact of the 
transition and the accomplished work is a matter of 
consciousness and experience demonstrated by the 
subsequent holy life." * 

Some are years before they attain the blessing ; 
some attain it in a few months; others in a day. 
Why not wml — instantaneously? "Did ye 

BEOEIVE THE HOLY SPIRIT WHEN YE BELIEVED?" 

What a proof that the sanctifying Spirit can be 
received at once ! — ^that we can be sanctified wholly and 
that it can be done now ! 

" That mighty faith on me bestow, 
Which cannot ask in vain ; 
Which holdSt and will not let Thee go, 
Till I my suit obtain." 

If somewhere between conversion and a dying hour 
you are to be sanctified wholly, let your faith determine 
the point now. Believe in Grod for the blessing now, 
and IT SHALL BE GIVEN YOTT. Some attain the bless- 
ing soon after their conversion to God, while others of

long-standing in the Church have not thus received the 
Holy Spirit ; for the simple reason, the former realised 
at once what the latter have hitherto failed to realise : 
that it was their high privilege and hounden duty. 

Dear reader, — ^Do you ask, " Can I be sanctified 
wholly? Can the Spirit's work be accomplished in 
me ? and accomplished now ? " We say again, and 
most emphatically, yes ! Now is the acceptable time, or 
well accepted time, and therefore, God's obdinabt 

METHOD OF SANCTIFTHfG BELIEVEES is nOW. Of COUrse, 

Christians "go on from strength to strength," from 
" grace to grace," and from " glory to glory ; " and 
" the path of the just is as a shining light, that shineth 
more and more unto the perfect day " (a) ; but these 
passages are not against the instantaneous attainment 
of Entire Sanctification ; for they do not refer to the 
work of purifying the heart and rectifying the powers, 
but to the progressive power of holiness in the heart 
made pure, and in the full exercise and true develop- 
ment of the rectified powers. Let your faith then 
penetrate the clouds that may seem to overhang your 
soul, and you shall find the glorious sunshine of the 
accomplished fact in the joyous experience of your 
soul, " rejoicing greatly with joy unspeakable and full 
of glory." Not only absent with your mind to the

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teachings of the Word relative to the attainability of 
the blessing; but consent with your A^ar^ to the full 
accomplishment of the work by the Holy Spirit in 
God's way and to His glory, and the work is done — 
you are sanctified wholly, and sanctified now. The 
Kev. John Wesley examined many living witnesses in 
his day, and all solemnly testified that they were puri- 
fied instantaneously — in a moment. Hester Ann 
^Rogers said, " I now was powerfully convinced, that 
whenever sin is totally destroyed, it is done in a 
moment." 

** Faith, mighty faith, the promise sees. 

And looks to that alone ; 
Laughs at impossibilities, 

. And cries, * It shall be done.' ** 

Eeally and experimentally. Entire Sanctification is 
attained by faith, and if attained by faith it can be 
attained at any time — attained now. "The Devil 
does not care a rush for a Christian believing God is 
able, willing, waiting, and anxious to sanctify the soul. 
Nor does he care for him believing that God will do it 
sometime. No, it is faith in the present tense, that 
Satan dreads. Believing that God does just now do it. 
This simply and fully taking God at His word is the 
great spell. Come my dear brother ! Come my dear 
sister ! Don't be afraid to step on the sea to Jesus, as 
Peter did. Hark ! He bids you meet Him. Now step 
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out (so to speak) on the naked promise, and the Spirit 
and the blood will fully cleanse."* When the Christ- 
ian resting upon the infinite willingness, ability, and 
prcNsuae of Grod, believes the work is done : in that 
moment it is done. Thus He rests, lays hold on God, 
HOLDS Him, and WILL NOT LET HIM GO. He 
takes the Father to be his God (a) ; the Son to be his 
Saviour (h) ; the Holy Spirit to be his Sanctifier (c) ; 
the Word of Q-od to be his guide (d) ; and the chil- 
dren of God to be his brethren (e). He waits by faith 
— ^the promise is sure. He waits the fulfilment of tlie 
promise — ^all is peace — the blessing will soon coine. It 
comes — IT IS come ! The woek is done ! HE IS 
SANCTIFIED WHOLLY! How great the sim- 
plicity of faith — Talcing God at His word ! 

" Ye who know your sins forgiven, 
And are happy in the Lord ; 
Have you read that gracious promise, 
Which is left you in His Word ? 
I will sprinkle you with water, 
I will cleanse you from all sin, 
Sanctify and make you holy ; 
I will dwell and reign within.

CHAPTEE IV. 

Can we advance in holiness if sanctified wholly? 

** The path of the just is as the shining light that shineth 
more and more unto the perfect day." — Pbov. iv. 18. 

" Now, then, my God, Thou hast my sovl: 

No longer mine, hut Thine lam : 
Guard Thou Thine own, possess it whole ; 

Cheer it with hope, with love inflame. 
Thou hast my spirit ; there display 

Thy glory to thb pbbfbct day." 

JO HE Q-reek e7rne\ovvT€9 ayiuxTvuijt/y perfecting' 
g(^ holiness is an expression which indicates 
PEOGEESSiTENESS. The puTC in heart can and do- 
advance in holiness, and therefore, retain the blessing: 
of PERFECT LOVE. While there is a sense in which 
holiness as a principle knows no change, there is a 
sense in which it is progressive, reaching its consum- 
mation according to the provision made in Christ, the 
teachings of the Bible, and the testimony of the Holy 
jSpiiit. 
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It is not in the nature of Holiness that we advance, 
but in degree, A drop of water taken from the vast 
ocean is the same in its quality as the ocean itself, but 
not in quantity. Grace received from the measure- 
less fulness of Christ is as perfect in its nature as the 
fulness itself, but not in degree. Holiness renders 
Christians neither retrogressive nor stationary^ but 
PEOGEESSiVB. " The highest degree of finite holiness 
admits of increase. In the same flock there are lambs 
and sheep ; and in the same families there are babes, 
young men, and fathers." * Under the law of spiritual 
development the virtues expand and Christians go on 
from strength to strength, and rise to a higher spirit- 
ual altitude, where their view of spiritual things is 
more transparent, sublime, elevating, and invigorating 
to the soul. They are cleansed " from all defilement 
of flesh] and spirit, perfecting holiness in the fear of 
God."t 

Entire Sanctification is — 

I. — Essential to the advancement of Cheist- 

lANS IN TETIE holiness. 

" But we all with unveiled face beholding as in a 
mirror the glory of the Lord, are transformed into the- 
same image from glory to glory, even as from the Lord 
the Spirit.''^ "We may not only say, in general

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terms, that there may be growth in perfection, but may 
assert further, that the thing which is most perfect, if 
it is susceptible of growth at all, will have the most 
sure and rapid growth. Which grows most and in the 
best manner, the flower which is whole and perfect in 
its incipient state, or that which has a disease in it, or 
is otherwise injured or defective in some of its parts ? 
Which will grow the most rapidly and symmetrically, 
the child which is perfect in its infancy, or one which 
is afflicted with some malformation ? Illustrations and 
facts of this kind seem to make it clear that the spirit- 
ually renovated state of mind, which is variously 
•called holiness, assurance of faith, 'perfect love, and 
jsanctijication, may be susceptible of growth or increase. 
It is not only evident that there is no natural or 
physical impossibility in it, but, as has been intimated, 
we may go farther, and lay it down as a general truth, 
that perfection in the nature of a thing is requisite to 
perfection in degree. And accordingly, although it is 
possible for a person who is partially holy to grow in 
holiness, a person who is entirely holy, although he 
may be assailed by unfavourable influences outwardly, 
will grow much more. The obstacles t-o grow in holi- 
ness will not only be much less in the latter case than 
the former, but that inward vitality, which is necessary 
to the greatest expansion and progress, will possess a 
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positive and effective power, unknown under other 
circumstances." * 

Purity is the antecedent to a life of true devotedness 
to God. Entire Sanctification mast precede true 
spiritual growth. Q-rowth is not a necessary con- 
dition of sanctification, but sanctification is a necessary 
condition of growth, being the removal of the hindrances 
to the soul's advancement in true holiness and useful- 
ness. " I sometimes hear people, who are good 
Methodists, putting growth in contrast to entire 
sanctification — growth in contrast to life. No; we 
cannot have growth without antecedent life. And noth- 
ing hinders growth so much as sin. Men do not grow 
up out of sin without help, but when God endues a 
man with a clean heart, and renews a right spirit 
within him, then he is prepared to grow, and grow 
with a rapidity with which he can never grow as long 
as sin abideth in him.^t 

The shedding abroad of the love of God in the heart 
by the power of the Holy Spirit, admits of enlarge- 
ment of heart, and therefore, of an increase of love. 
And the capacity of the heart determines the measure 
and strength of the love of God contained therein (a). 
Love is a progressive and ever strengthening princi-

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pie (a). Holiness is essential to growth in holiness. 
One degree leads on to another degree (6). As the 
NATUEAL MAN entirely depraved^ " presents his mem- 
bers unto sin as instruments of unrighteousness," 
.and becomes more and more wicked ; so the bbnbwbd 
MAN sanctified wholly^ " presents his members as in- 
struments of righteousness unto Q-od," and becomes 
more and more holy ; that is, the principle of evil in 
the unrenewed, and the principle of holiness in the 
sanctified, are. ever strengthening — evbe geowing. The 
holier the Christian is on earth, the holier he is com- 
pelled to be. " That bold youth who climbed up the 
Natural Bridge in Virginia, and carved his name 
higher than any other, found, when he had done so, 
that it was impossible for him to descend, and that his 
only alternative was to go on and scale the height and 
find safety at the top. Thus it is with all climbing in 
ihis life. There is no going down. It is climbing or 
falling. Every upward step makes another needful ; 
And so we must go on until we reach heaven, the 
-summit of the aspirations of time."* 

The entireness, then, of Sanctification does not pre- 
<;lude the idea of growth in holiness, any more than 
the entireness of human depravity precludes the idea of

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progress in wickedness. Man is totally depraved, and 
yet his wickedness strengthens. Christians who are 
sanctified wholly are holy, and yet their holiness ad- 
vances. Although at first like new horn hahes, they 
ihfterwards attain to more maturity — to a ftdl grown 
^man in Christ. " The primary consideration with the 
members of our churches is not a higher life or an 
ideal manhood as an ultimate and distant achievement, 
but A FBESENT PUBiTT as the pledge and platform of 
the after-growth and glory of life."* 

Progression does not imply imperfection. A thing 
may be perfect and yet capable of higher perfection. 
A flower, a tree, a child may be perfect in all their 
parts, and yet they advance to higher perfection : they 
grow and increase. So with Christian Holiness. Jt 
has its degrees. Each degree perfect in itself. 

Purity is an instantaneous work, and essential to 
real spiritual growth and happiness, but maturity in 
holiness is a work of time. All Christians are not of 
the same spiritual stature^ do not possess the same 
spiritual strength^ nor do they shine with the same 
^iritual lustre ; for there are Little children^ young 
MBK, and PATHEES IN CHEIST (a). AU true 
'Christians are at first new bom babes in Christ, and 
.are fed with the sincere milk of The Word; and

grow, some more rapidly than others, in " grace and in 
the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ,'^ 
and afterwards attain to spiritual manhood wherein 
they are able to eat the strong meat (a). We do not 
become adult Christians in a day. As physical and 
natural growths require time, so does the spiritual 
growth ; for by development, growth, and discipline 
alone, spiritual manhood is attained (h). We may all 
advance and constantly advance in Christian Holiness.. 
Our spiritual growth, in many instances, by a diligent 
improvement of all religious privileges, might be more 
rapid than it is. 

Entire Sanctification is — 

II. — Essential to the advancement of Chbist- 

lANS IN EEAL ITSEFTTLNESS. 

" He was a good man, and full of the Holy G-host 
and of faith : and much people was added unto the 
Lord."* Advancing holiness is essential to real and 
increasing usefulness. They who are baptised with the 
Holy Spirit and with fire sent down from heaven can 
do more for Christ and for humanity, can live nearer 
to G-od, love Him more, and bear more for Him.. 
When in full realisation of the heavenly baptism " the 
tide of love rises and goes swelling over our difficult-

ies and duties, a child can do a man's work, and a man 
can do a giant's." 

" The spirit of holiness gives to the Church an apt- 
ness and a grace in all its movements and efforts for 
the conversion of the world. The influences of the 
Holy Spirit are, on that account^ as well as for the 
sweet odour with which they perfume the church, 
called ' the unction of the Holy One.' The Agonistes 
in the Grecian games anointed themselves with 
unguents in order to attain quickness, agility, and 
nimbleness of action ; and this gave a grace and beauty 
to their various movements. Before they could attain 
this, the unguent must have pervaded their frame, and 
not glistened in superficial application. In like 
manner, before the Church can acquii*e a grace in doing 
good, and in acting * after the Spirit,' the unction from 
the Holy One must penetrate all the muscles of its 
frame, and all the members of its body."* Without 
holiness we cannot he usefid. As soon may we expect 
the sails of a mill to go round by the gentle vibrations 
of a fan, as the salvation of souls through the 
instrumentality of unholy persons. Never, till we by 
faith realize the power of the Spirit essential to useful- 
ness, will God own us in the salvation of man. " Not

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by might, nor by power, but by My Spirit, saith the 
Lord of hosts."* 

The advancement of Christians in real usefulness as 
well as in true holinesSy is in proportion to their faith 
in the promises of God, and the exercise of their 
powers in His service. " Many influenced by fear or 
pride, refuse to shine as twinkling stars because they 
cannot flame as blazing suns. They will not pour the 
murmurs of the cascade around them, because they 
cannot rush and roar like Niagara. They will not fan 
the fevered brow of humanity with the light wing of 
zephyr, because they have not been permitted by 
nature and grace to career with the whirlwind. Now 
all such men should remember that gun-boats are often 
more useful than three-deckers. The sun is useful, so 
is a torch carried to men lost in a cavern. A chariot 
of fire and horses of fire were sent to take Elijah to 
heaven, but the ravens were sent to feed him."t 

While the glory of Q-od and the salvation of souls 
may be secured by all Christians in a greater or less 
degree, they are secured by none so extensively and se 
completely as those who are sanctified wholly , as the 
success of Paul and Barnabas, and the primitiye 
Christians, as well as, many of more modern times, 
most clearly shows. " The people that do know their

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God shall be strong, and do exploits."* Jolin Smith, 
a Wesleyan preacher, was distinguished by no remark- 
able mental power or culture. The beginning of his 
ministry was a failure, which drove him nearer to 
Christ, till his power became akin to the miraculous. 
His presence carried the power of Gk)d with it. It 
was claimed, that, when he entered an audience, an 
additional spiritual influence could be felt. His word 
was with power. His life was power, because he 
walked with Gk)d. Eevs. Benjamin Abbott, John 
Fletcher, William Bramwell, William Clowes, and 
Messrs. W. Carvosso and John B. Vassar, were men 
of like power, whose influence could only be ascribed 
to their godliness. If all the followers of Christ were 
thus holy, Tiajppy, and powerful, how glorious would be 
the influence of godliness upon the world! WTiat 
multitudes would soon he won to Christ! How soon 
would Christ have " the heathen for His inheritance, 
and the uttermost part of the earth for His posses- 
sion (a);" and " the earth be filled with the knowledge 
of the glory of the Lord, as the waters cover the 
sea (6) ! " Holiness is more than theory ; it is an all- 
pervading principle, and manifests itself in downright 
earnest work for God and souls.t " Let a man be

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holy, and vigorous health, a lofty intellect, a swaying 
eloquence, and a changeless zeal will all be offered 
unto God. Let a woman be holy, and a patient 
prayer will linger by the cross, ardent hope will haunt 
tne sepulchre, pitying tenderness will wail on the way 
to Calvary, and the heart will lose all selfish solici- 
tations in the absorbing inquiry, * Where have they 
laid my Lord?' Let the world be holy, and the 
miUenium must come. Q-od's tabernacle will be with 
men, and earth's music will rival heaven."* 

The incalculable value and importance of Entire 
Sanctification appear when we consider iu blessedness 
in all the circumstances of the present life, and its 
adaptation to those circumstances, constituting 
Christians holt, happy, and useful. For in their 
noble efforts to do good as they have opportunity they 
benefit many, and in a faithful discharge of all their 
religious duties they furnish the most powerful argu- 
ment in favour of Christian Holiness. A lady of New 
York when speaking of the way in which her heart 
was won to God, said, — " Mr, Whitfield was so gheeb- 
ruL that it tempted me to become a Christian,'' " May 
God multiply such men a hundredfold in all the 
churches ; then complaints that the gospel has lost its 
power would be hushed into silence, the prejudices of

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unbelievers would melt away as does the ice beneath 
the summer sun, and the triumphs of the gospel would 
be multiplied and increased daily on every hand." * 

The best way to confute those who think holiness to 
be only a notion, is to walk with God — to lite holilt. 
When Diogenes heard Zeno with subtle arguments en- 
deavouring to prove that there was no such a thing as 
motion, he suddenly starts up and walks. Zeno ask- 
ing the cause thereof, said Diogenes, "Hereby I confute 
ydu, and prove that there is motion." A practical^ 
living holiness proves there is such a thing as 
holiness. 

Holiness fortifies the Church against " mockers, 
walking after their own ungodly lusts. But ye, 
beloved, building up yourselves on your most holy 
faith, praying in the Holy Spirit, keep yourselves in 
the love of Q-od, looking for the mercy of 'our Lord 
Jesus Christ unto eternal life. And on some have 
mercy, who are in doubt; and some save, snatching 
them out of the fire ; and on some have mercy with 
fear; hating even the garment spotted by the 
ilesh."t 

" Watch'd by the world's malignant eye, 
Who load us with reproach and shame; 
As servants of the Lord Most High,

THE WAT TO HEAVEN. 

" Yet onward I haste to the heavenly feast :

Seek the blessing ; seek it 

now, "The glory and glow of life come by right 

living."* 

** Happy the souls to Jesus join'd. 
And saved by grace alone ; 
Walking in all His ways, they find

"We ask the reader — 

II. — Abe you seeking to be Sanotieibd wholly ? 

" Behold now is the well-accepted time; behold, now 
is the day of salvation."t If you seek in the only way 
you shall be crowned with Full Salvation. Tou are, I 
trust, forgiven and accepted of God, but do you feel 
that there is that within which is opposed to an un- 
interrupted communion with God — ^that you are not 
sanctified whoUy ? Are you determined to realize the 
blessing? Is it your constant desire; your fervent 
prayer; your incessant pursuit? And does the bless- 
ing appear to be difficult to attain? Is it weeks, 
months, or years since you began to seek the blessing? 
The work is of God, and however difficult it may seem 
to you, the Holy Spirit will accomplish the entire 
work of sanctification in you, if you seeJc aright. 
Perhaps you have failed to surrender your all to Christ, 
or have been ignorant of the way in which the blessing

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is attained, or of something in you which has stood in 
the way of its attainment, or you may have been 
^raid that you could not continue in the enjoyment of 
the blessing if you attained it. "Have faith in 
God."* Faith to trust Him for the fulfilment of His 
promise. It is by faith in Grod that we are sanctified 
wholly. He alone can accomplish the work and pre- 
•serve therein. And " all things are possible to him that 
believeth.^t " If you seek it by faith, you may expect 
it CL8 you are ; and if as you are, then [expect it now. 
It is of importance to observe that there is an insepar- 
able connection between these three points — expect it 
hy faith — expect it as you are — expect it now. To deny 
one of them is to deny them all. Do ycm believe you 
are sanctified by faith 1 Be true, then, to your prin- 
•ciple, and look for this blessing just ow yofu are^ neither 
better nor worse, as a poor sinner who has nothing to 
pay, nothing to plead, but Christ died. And if you 
look for it as you are, then expect it now. Stay for 
nothing ; why should you ? Christ is ready, and He 
is all you want. He is waiting for you. He is at the 
door ! Let your inmost soul cry out —

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A missionary earnestly desiring to be sanctified 
wholly, read several works on Sanetifieation and the 
inner life ; yet his inward life was one of struggling 
in dimness, doubtings, fearings; in short, his heart 
was spell-bound in unbelief. And yet all the time^ 
believing he should some time obtain the blessings 
Gk)d took his wife. Soon after her death he was 
afflicted. This state of ill-health lasted for several 
weeks, which gave him more time for reading and re- 
flection. One day, as he was reading Upham's " Life 
of Faith," having just finished the chapter on Conse- 
cration his heart heavy with thoughts, the book un- 
consciously almost dropped from his hand, as the 
mental conversation ran about as follows : — " "What is 
the use, here you are, a professing Christian, engaged 
in a Christian work, often expressing confident expec- 
tations of heaven, and a desire to go there, as though 
it were a settled case with you ; yet if you ask yourself 
the question : 'Are you really Christ's and He yours, 
you for Him and He for you, inseparably and for 
ever?' — there is a silent something that hesitates, 
flutters, and says : * I don't Joiow.' " 

" Well, what is the use of being thus unsettled ; 
you can be established through and through." " Tes."" 
" Will you then, now settle it once for all ; and do 
you consecrate yourself from first to last, from least to 
greatest, whoUy to Christ ? " " Yes ! I will." " Da 
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you believe the past is wholly forgiven?" "Yes/* 
" Why ? " " Because Ood says so J* " Do you believe 
you are now accepted and Christ is yours and you are 
ffis?" "Yes; I do." "Why?" ''Because God 
hays soJ' " Do you believe you will be kept for the 
future ? " " Yes." " Why ? " " Because Ood sayt 
i<." " All this," said the missionary, " was silent, but 
oh ! such earnestness as I cannot express, not mucb 
emotional, but earnest and sincere. From that time 
my soul has walked in a new life. There have been 
some vacillations of trembling unbelief, when the body 
has been very weary, or disordered somewhat, and 
temptation has pressed very heavy ; some jarrings of 
the wall with which my soul is fortified, but no 
.successful breach has been made. My testimony is — 
' When I said my foot slippeth. Thy mercy, O Lord, 
held me up.' " 

" The great question about which an eternal settle- 
ment should be made, has not become unsettled. My 
soul knows a power, all in Christ, which it never knew 
before."* 

Such is the settlement required between Q-od and every 
Christian, or the faith essential to the constant enjoy- 
ment of perfect love in the soul. May the Joshuas 
and Calebs who have seen the good land, give a good

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report thereof, that the whole of God's Israel, min- 
isters and people, now Hngering on the border, may go 
up and possess it, for they are well able ; and may the 
whole Church be carried to a higher spiritual altitude 
— ^to where all shall be sanctified wholly, and thus 
prove that Christian Holiness is no fabrication of man, 
but a state enjoined upon all in the "Word of God and 
4ittainable by all — ^that it is the standard set before every 
Christian, 

The character of Christ is the standard of Christian 
Holiness. The standard is fcigh, but seek to attain it, 
that you may be made in the highest sense " a partaker 
of the divine nature." This is the goal to be attained. 
Therefore, leave " tJie first principles of Christ, and 
press on unto perfection," Lbabn op Christ (a). 
Let His holy character be ever before you for imita- 
tion, that you may walk in His steps.

And be not fashioned according to this 
world: but be ye transformed by the renewing of 
jrour mind, that ye may prove what is the good and

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acceptable and perfect will of God."* "Why remaiii so- 
long in the wilderness when the land of Canaan is sa 
near, and you are so well able to go up at once and 
possess the good land ? Are you saying? — 

" O, that I might at once go up,

But now the land possess ; 
This moment end my legal years, 
Sorrow and sin and doubt and fears, 

A howling wilderness." 

Pray for the Holy Spirit to make you holy ; for 
without holiuess " no man shall see the Lord."t *' Be 
not faithless but believing." It is your duty and 
privilege to be sanctified wholly. Seek and ye shall 
find ; believe and the work is done. Would you be 
rich in faith, happy in Grod, and ready to die ? Seek 
to he holy. Would you keep every power of mind and 
every affection of the heart from earthly and in 
heavenly things ? Seel' to he sanctified wholly. Would 
you realize that joy which fills the soul in the path of 
obedience ? that fire which burns to the very centre of 
the being while engaged in wdnning souls ? Seek to he 
baptised " with the Holy Sjnrit and with fire!^ Would 
you obtain the grace which gives a seasoning power to- 
the conversation, and a lustre to the life — earnestness, 
importunity and success in prayer — Uf e, power, dignity,.

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and energ}^ to the soul ? Seek to he full of faith and 
the Holy Spirit. "Would you possess the humility of 
the Centurion (a), the meekness of Moses (5), the 
patience of Job (c), and the wisdom of Daniel (d) ? 
Seek these vibtues is Chbist. Would you prevail 
in prayer like Jacob (e), commune with God like 
John (/), walk with God like Enoch (</), forgive your 
enemies like Stephen (h), and be kind to your friends 
like Jonathan (i) ? Seek the benewing aitd sanc- 
tifying powEB OF the Holt Spibit. Would you 
be cheerful as David (j), as contented as Paul (h), as 
happy as Barnabas (Z), as earnest as Peter (m), as con- 
sistent as Joseph (n), and as humble as a child (o) ? 
Seek to be so in Chbist. Would you resist every 
evil passion like Timothy (^>), be "the friend of God" 
like Abraham (</), possess the hallowed fire like Isaiah 
(r), and pursue the lovely pattern of Jesus like the 
truly pious of every age (») ? CLEAVE TO THE 
LORD WITH FULL PURPOSE OF HEART.

LIVE HOLINESS ! For your guidance and to help 
you in the maintenance of a holy life we submit the 
following rules : — 

I. — Rules Relating to Peayer. 

" With all prayer and supplication praying at all 
seasons in the Spirit, and watching thereunto in all 
perseverance and supplication for all the saints." * 

1. — Have your stated times, and, if possi- 
ble, your appointed place for private devo- 
tion. 



* Ep\\.\\A%. 
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" But thou, when thou prayest, enter into thine inner 
chamber, and having shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
who is in secret, and thy Father who seeth in secret 
shall recompense thee."* It is jouv privilege and should 
be your practice to hold private converse with Grod. 
You do not live to pray, but pray that you may rightly 
live. You should have a place for private devotion. 
Private devotion is imperatively enjoined and beauti- 
fully exemplified in the Word of God. Be awake to 
its advantages and importance. The highest manifes- 
tations of God's presence and love are usually realized 
in private communion with Him. Daniel " three times 
a day prayed, and gave thanks before his God.^t And 
David said, *' Evening, and morning and at noon, will 
I pray and cry aloud : and He shall hear my voice.^J 

2. — Watch and pray. 

"Watch and pray that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion."§ Prayer and watchfulness are essential to your 
security against temptation. Here you acquire strength 
for all the conflicts of life — power to withstand the 
enemy, and to stand in the evil day. What need you 
have to stand upon your guard ; to watch against 
temptation, a trifling spirit, the allurements of the 
world, everything that has a tendency to injure the 
soul, and to pray to God to keep you from sin ; for

3. — Be punctual and constant in your at- 
tendance at the public means of grace. 

"Hov amiable are Thy tabernacles, O Lord of 
hosts ! '^ Participate in the various exercises of 
prayer and praise as you have opportunity and as it 
is yom duty, considering your fellow-worshippers " to 
provoke them into love and good works ; not forsaking 
the assenbling of ourselves together, as the custom of 
some is, bit exhorting one another ; and so much the 
more, as yt see the day drawing nigh."§ " They that 
feared the Lord spake often one to another, and 
the Lord learkened, and heard it, and a book of 
remembrance was written before Him for them that 
feared the lord, and that thought upon His name. 
And they sUU be mine, saith the Lord of hosts, in 
that day whei I make up my jewels."||

"The law of" the Lord is perfect, converting the 
soul : the testimony of the Lord is sure, makiig wise 
the simple : the statutes of the Lord are right, lejoicing 
the heart: the commandment of the Lord .s pure, 
enlightening the eyes : the fear of the Lord is clean, 
enduring for ever: the judgments of the Lord are 
true and righteous altogether. More to be desfred are 
they than gold, yea, than much fine gold : sweeter also 
than honey and the honeycomb."t 

2. — Read the Scriptures diligertly and 
attentively. 

" Set your hearts upon all the words whch 1 testify 
among you this day, which ye shall command your 
eliildren to observe to do, all the wdiDS of this 
LAW. For it is not a vain thing for yoi ; because it 
is your life ; and through this thing yeshall prolong 
your days in the land, whither ye go (yer Jordan to 
possess it."J

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3. — Bead the Scriptures prayerfully. 

" Pray without ceasing."* Eead the Bible, if possible, 
\ipon your knees. In this part of your devotional 
■exercises as well as in prayer, meditation, and self- 
•examination, ^' kneel before the Lord your Maker" 
The Scriptures are spirit and life. They are food to 
the soul. Without this food you cannot live to God. 
Here you obtain strength, comfort, and guidance. 
Would you be clear in your profession of Christ, 
-experience of Divine love, and assurance of eternal 
life and glory ? read the Bible, and read it so as its 
glorious truths shall pass like the iron atoms of the 
blood into your mental and moral constitutions. 
^' Blessed is the man that walketh not in the counsel 
of the ungodly, nor standeth in the way of sinners, 
nor sitteth in the seat of the scornful. But his 
<lelight is in the law of the Lord ; and in His law 
•doth he meditate day and night. And he shall be like 
a tree planted by the rivers of water, that bringeth 
forth his fruit in his season ; his leaf also shall not 
wither ; and whatsoever he doeth shall prosper *^f 

III. — Rules relating to self-examination. 

" Try your own selves, whether ye be in the faith ; 
prove your own selves. Or know ye not as to your 
own selves, that Jesus Christ is in you ? "J

stantly. 

" Ponder the path of thy feet/' Try your thoi^hts^ 
motives, desires, feelings, and actions. You may be 
perplexed as was the Psalmist when he exclaimed, 
" Who can understand his errors ? cleanse Thou me 
from secret faults."* 

2. — At the close of each day examine 
yourself. 

" Every day will I bless Thee ; and I will praise 
Thy name for ever and ever."t Seek at the close of 
each day to ascertain your true spiritual state, and 
pray God to pardon every error and to bless the good. 
" Search me, O God, and know my heart : try me, and 
know my thoughts: and see if there be any wicked 
way in me, and lead me in the way everlasting.''^ 

^.—Let the examination of yourself be of 
an interrogative character. 

" Why art thou cast down, O my soul ? "§ This 
mode of questioning the soul before God is a very 
profitable one. The following questions |i will perhaps^ 
be of help to you to self-examination : —

IV. — Rules relating to various impor- 
tant MATTERS. 

" If by the Spirit ye mortify the deeds of the body, 
. ye shall live."* 

1 . — Begard the favour and Messing of God 
as the great end of all your plans and pur-^ 
poses, and let a consideration of His smile, 
infjuence, as much as possible, the smallest 
as well as the greatest actions of your life. 

" In all thy ways acknowledge Him, and He shall 
direct thy paths. "t This is one of the great principles 
of true godliness, recognised and illustrated by 
patriarchs, prophets, and apostles. They sought first 
to be approved of God, and then to accomplish His 
will. This is an absolute guarantee of honour, happi- 
ness, holiness, and heaven. To live holily and happily 
you must live constantly under a sense of the Divine 
smile and blessing.

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2. — From a consideration of yonr ac^ 
coiintaJbleness to God and need of His 
presence and Messing — the shortness of time 
and your obligation to improve it, cultivate 
an habitual sense of the Divine presence. 

" Thou God seest me."* How brief is your time to 
work for Grod. " The time is shortened, that hence- 
forth both those that have wives may be as though 
they had none ; and those that weep, as though they 
wept not ; and those that rejoice, as though they re- 
joiced not ; and those that buy, as though they pos- 
sessed not; and those that use the world, as not 
abusing it: for the fashion of this world passeth 
away/'t 

3. — Consecrate yourself anew to God at 
the beginning of each day, that you may re- 
ceive the highest spiritual qualification for 
His service and be more abundantly success- 
ful therein, 

" Grod, Thou art my God ; early wdll I seek Thee; 
my soul thirsteth for Thee ; my flesh longeth for 
Thee in a dry and thirsty land, where no water is ; to- 
see Thy power and glory, so as I have seen Thee in

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the sanctuary."* Thus you will realize a willingness 
to BE, to DO, and t-o suffeb, all that God requires in 
relation to hody^ mind, and soul. 

4. — Aim at the glory of God in all you 
do. 

" Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, or whatsoever 
ye do, do all to the glory of Gk)d."t " Cassar once 
said to his opponent, ' Either I will be CsBsar, or no- 
body.' So the Lord saith, ' Either I will be a great 
God, or no God/ That man disparages the beauty of 
the sun, who sets it upon a level with the twinkling 
stars."t To maintain a holy life you must seek the 
glory of God; in every action promote His glory. 
" When thine eye is single, thy whole body also is full 
of light."|| 

5. — Let your reading be of the most 
profitable kind. 

" This book of the law shall not depart out of thy 
mouth. "§ Eead good books, and strive to read in the 
most profitable way ; for reading makes a full man. 
"Eead, mark, learn, and inwardly digest." F. W. 
Eobertson said it took him six months to read a small 
octavo on chemistry. Miss Martineau often read only

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A page in an hour. Comte read but few books, but 
thoroughly digested what he did read. If you meet 
with that which is objectionable, like the slave of Q-ol- 
<;onda, cast it aside, and preserve only the pure gems, 

6. — Avoid useless expenditure in dress and 
useless habits, 

" In like manner, that women adorn themselves in 
modest apparel, with shamefastness and sobriety ; not 
with braided hair, and gold or pearls or costly raiment ; 
but (which becometh women professing godliness) 
through good works."* Do this for the sake of the 
perishing, that you may render a good account of your 
stewardship. The Bible says, " The body is more than 
raiment.^^ Eead it not Hebrew-wise, horckward ; and 
imagine that raiment is more than the body. " Madam," 
said one, "so dress and so conduct yourself, that 
persons who have been in your company shall not 
recollect what you had on." " Whose adorning let it 
not be the outward adorning of plaiting the hair, and 
of wearing jewels of gold, or of putting Dn apparel ; 
but let it be the hidden man of the heart, in the 
incorruptible apparel of a meek and quiet spirit, 
-which is in the sight of God of great price.'^t 

7. — Go to noplace and mix with\no comr

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pany likely to injure your religious influence 
and darken your Christian light, 

" Come ye out from among them, and be ye separate^ 
saith the Lord, and touch no unclean thing."* The 
influence of bad company and places would most 
certainly hinder you from growing and flourishing in 
the divine life. " Whatsoever ye do, in word or in 
deed, do all in the name of tlie Lord Jesus, giving- 
thanks to God the Father through Him.^t 

8. — Set a watch over the door of your lips. 

"Let all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and 
clamour, and railing, be put away from you, with all 
malice."t "Speak evil of no man."§ Let your 
conversation be of the most profitable character. 
Shun all " foolish talking, or jesting, which are not 
befitting." "Give not thy tongue too great liberty^ 
lest it take thee prisoner. A word unspoken is, like 
the sword in the scabbard, thine : if vented, thy sword 
is in another's hand. If thou desii'e to be held wise, 
be so wise as to hold thy tongue." There is " a time 
to keep silence, and a time to speak."|] " Let tour.

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9. — Help and support the ministers in 
their work of faith and labour of love. 

*' Know them that labour among you, and are over 
you in the Lord, and admonish you ; and to esteem 
them exceeding highly in love for their work's sake."* 
Be solicitous for their comfort, happiness, and pros- 
perity ; and watch against a selfish and exclusive at- 
tachment to your own comfort and gratification. " Let 
him that is taught in the Word Communicate unto him 
that teacheth in all good things."t (Eead Eom. xiii., 
and 2 Cor. ix.) 

10. — Let nothing hinder you in your at- 
tenfion to duty^ and repress every rising of 
impatience at the trouble which duty may 
occasion. 

" Work that which is good toward all men."J " It 
is the nature of perfect love to lead you to long for 
the salvation of souls ; and if you do not go out with 
(xod for the salvation of men, your love will cool down 
into apathy and indifference, and you \^ill lose the 
evidence of entire sanctification altogether. When 
your heart yearns over sinners, go to God in prayer, 
and go to sinners with manly sympathy ; and you will

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find it an excellent means of grace to your soul — a 
holy oil that will anoint you " with joy and gladness. 

11. — Exercise the strongest confidence in 
the declarations of God. 

" The just shall live by faith." Faith is " the re- 
liance of your entire soul, without doubting or hesi- 
tancy, upon the promises of the Pather in the Word 
and Person and Work of His beloved Son." You are 
" kept by the power of Qod through faith unto salva- 
tion."* If you would maintain a holy life, you must 
maintain your faith in God. "I live; and yet no 
longer I, but Christ liveth in me : and that life which 
I now live in the flesh I live in faith, the faith which is 
in the Son of God, who loved me, and gave Himself 
up for me."t 

12. — Cultivate a self-denying spirit. 

" If any man would come after Me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross daily, and follow Me."J 
In various ways deny yourself for the good of others. 
Deny yourself not merely of everything sinful and 
doubtful, but of things which are not forbidden in tlve 
Scriptures, at least those which it is not expedient for 
sanctified souls to use. Surely you are prepared, from 
a consideration of what Christ has done for you, to

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deny yourself of some of your comforts to promote 
the interests of His kingdom, — to save souls feom 

DEATH. 

13. — Let the Sabbath be sacred to you. 

" Blessed is the man that keepeth the Sabbath from 
polluting it."* Keep it holt. Attend the house of 
God seriously and prayerfidly ; and let your conduct 
be such as to insure the Divine presence and blessing, 
Exod. XX. 8, 11. How great the blessedness of holy 
Sabbaths ! Isa. Iviii. 13, 14. If you work on the Sab- 
bath, let it be in doing good — in acts op mebct. A 
Jew, who, on being reproached for a worthy act he had 
done on the Sabbath, replied, " Good deeds hate no 
Sabbath." 

14. — By the help of JDivine grace seek in 
all things^ and under all circumstances to be 
an exemplary Christian^ exerting a beneficial 
influence upon others. 

" Even so let your b'ght shine before men, that they 
may see your good works, and glorify your Eather 
which is in heaven."t Unless you let your light shine 
it will soon go out. How careful you ought to be. 
Stand on your guard, and take care to act aright. 
Maintain a holt lipe. HONOUE GOD.

— Live m full assurance of a better 
inheritance, 

" We know that if the earthly tabernacle wherein \^ e 
dwell be dissolved, we have a building from God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens."* 
Go not to sleep under the condemnation of God. 
Let not the sun go down upon any darkness resting 
upon your soul. Keep the sky clear, so that if you 
die you shall wake up in glory. By the true main- 
tenance of a holy life be constantly ready. " A lady 
once said to Mr. Wesley, ' Supposing that you knt^w 
you were to die at 12 o'clock to-morrow night, how 
w ould you spend the intervening time ? ' ' How, 
Madam ? ' he replied ; 'why, just as I intend to spend 
it now. I should preach this evening at Gloucester, 
and again at five to-morrow morning; after that I 
should ride to Tewkesbury, preach in the afternoon, 
and meet the societies in the evening. I should then 
repair to friend Martin's, who expects to entertain me, 
converse and pray with the family as usual, retire to 
my room at ten o'clock, commend myself to my 
heavenly Father, lie down to rest, and wake up in 
glory .'"t
